'To' mako his case 
strbnger''^^th'an t^'e argnmonts ho ads 
daoes ean do, our cotemporarj, assum. 
ing with a great flourish of trumpets, 
that no tairia ttioi' Colonyl save him- 
self, was aware of the existenoepf a 

. cqrjain, law,' and quotes the following 
frojDilinilmperial Statute passed some- 
what over a year ago : 

No colonial law, passcJ with tlio con- 
oorrepcevOf or , assented to by the Governor 
of BD^'Ooliny, or lo be bereaTter ao passed or 
asseDled'to, shall be ot- be deemed to have 
been void or inoperative by reason only of 
any instruciions with teferenoe to snob law or 
tho Bubject thereof which may have been 
given to sucli Governor by or on IipIkiH' oI 
Her Mujesly, by uny instrnineiit otiikh Ihaii 
the Letters Patent or insti nn:iuiil luitlioritini; 
such Governor lo concur in pnp.jiiit; or to ab- 
sent to laws for tlio peace, order, and j;()Oil 
gdvemmenl of Hticli Colony, even ihongli 
Buoh inslrueliona may bo relorred to in sticti 
Letters Patcat or last-ninnlionecl InRtrunieut. 

:£!Tery. Colonial Legislature shall have, and 
be,,d^e.med^at all times to*. have bad, full 
power Wit'hiD' its jurisdiction to establish 
Courts of Judicature, ami to abolish and re- 
coDSiiluto the eame, and ultor the coiiHtitu- 
tion thereof, and to malie provision for the 
adminislration of justice therein ; and every 
represeotalive Legislature fliiall, in respect 
to the Colony under its jurisdiction, have, 
and be deemed at all times to have had, full 
power to make la#s respecting the cosstitu- 
TioNi powers, and procedure of such Leuis- 
LATiiBB ; provided that soch laws sball have 
been passed ib saoh manner and form as may 
from time to time bo required by any Act of 
FurliamsDl, Letters Patent, Order io Coun- 
cil, or Colonial Law for tbe time being in 
force in tbe said Oo|ony." 

This extract, the' writer assures his 
readers with blooming gravity, set 
tlesHhe ' question of the right ot tho 
Assemblj to " amend'^duk' Gohstitu- 
tion" (meaning the Constitwtion^of th 
Colonyyia iany way'lfmaj see fit, 
and -npbetB all Letters Patent or In 
Btraotions that the Governor may now 
hold or that ho may have held from 
the Queen. But let oar readers peruBo 
the extract oarefiilly and mark tlio 
Jesuitical reasoninjg by which our co- 
temporary seeks to mislead them. In 
the first paragraph it., is^distinctly sot 
forth that "No Colonial law," etc., 
"dhaU^.%pr bo deemed to. .be inopera- 
tive by'reason of any instructions with 
reference to such law or the subject 
thereof which have been given to such 
Gh)ver|ior;by. or on behalf of Her Ma- 
jesty by any Instruments other than 
tho Lottors Patent or Instrument," 
etc. This clearlj' proves, thon, that 
the Letters Palout are tho only aiis 
thority for tho guidance of tho Gov>. 
ernor, and that all .otiikr documents 
or instructions may bo sot aside of 
Colonial Ltiw. It does not moan, as 
our cotomporavy urges, that the Let- 
ters are inoporativo as HOon as tho Co- 
lonial Legislature passes an Act to do 
away with thorn ; but tiitit they arc 
tho only authority i'of tho gttidaneo 
of the . Governor. Tiio second parti- 
graph of tho extract i-oads, "that 
ovory roprosontativo Jjogishitiifo shall, 
in respoct to tho Colony iitidcf its Jiii 
risdiction, have and bo deemed tit till 
times to have had,/i/// puircr to latike 
laws respecting the Coii<litiitiii», p<jiv, rs, 
and procedure of such Iji:iiisi,.vTtiui:." 
jVof tho Constitution of thu '-'olony. 
(as tho Telegraph labors to show) but 
the constitution of the Jjcgisl.iturc. 
That is to say: tho Assembly may 
pass rules for its own regulation tiiid 
guidanco ; may constituti: now J'llci;- 
toral districts, abolish the property 
qualification of the monibers, otc, etc., 
but it cannot ovorrido tho func- 
tions of the Executive, nor a Prochi- 
mation of tho Quoon, nor an 7\ct of 
tho Imperial Parliament. So much 
for tho extract our cotempofury litis 
quotod. Its moaning is too clear to 
require any further attoiillon ; but it 
is most untortunalo for our cotoiujxny 
that ho Wfts so " befogged " or " ob^ 
tuse" that lie could not see that the 
weapon ho used for the dcsii uuiiim dl 
Others could bo so en.-ily liu-ned Id ad- 
vaningo against hiinself. With regard 
to tho moralitij of tho |)Ositioii iissumcd 
by the movers, thoro can bo but one 
opinion: Their position amounts to 
nothing moro nor less than in- 
timidation. Tho looipiid eliUclios 
his victim by tho tliroa', and, 
prcBonting a pistol at his head, cries, 
"Your money or your lilo !" The 
three Kndical mom born assist in the 
passage of a sorios of resolutions in- 
tended to accomplish tho removal of 
tho Governor; and thon tliuy shmit, 
"Give us olllco, or dio ollicially ! " 
Whoroin lies tho moral dilVeronco bo- 
twooii tho two iicts '{ Tliero is nono. 
Tlio .Minisforial Council rcsolutioi! 
willcomo bofoi'o the AHsoinbly to-duy. 
But it matters little now whothor it 
pMsed with tho ABSistanoe ot the 



Governor's friends in the Houso, or 
not. It matters not >vhothor tho 
order dehiying the transmission of 
tho non^oonfidonco resolutions be 
made perpctun), or As'holher they' be 
sent forward to-day. It is on record 
that three of tho monibors of the As- 
aorably, who wore most dotorininod in 
their passage, bare attempted to use 
them as a means to socuro elevation 
to offico, and tho (iovornor may now 
snap liis fingers at all their cfl'orts to 
unseat him. This state of things is 
dconly to bo deplored by ovory lover 
of his country; but it is precisely 
what than tho modorato iiion propho- 
cicd from tho first. In a standard old 
i']nglish work now before us wo find 
the following capital hit at the politi- 
cal "patriots" of that dr.y. How 
exactly ic fits the throe •" ])atriot.s" 
who are so anxious to servo Van- 
couver Island, will be soon by perusal ; 

lu former times patriots pridad them- 
selves on two tblDgs ; their own poverty, and 
tbe riches of tbe stale. But poor as these 
men were, there were kings not rich enough 
to porobase tbeDi,,oor powerful enough to 
intimidate them. In modem times it would 
be easier to flod a patriot rich enun<;h to buy 
a kln(», thon a king not rich enough to buy a 
patriot. Valerius Mu.viiniis informs U3 lluit 
Ylllins Pre' us tore to pieeus with hi.s nwn 
teeth woodpeoUi-r, bt-cauRO the aufrur, be- 
ins consulted, had replied that if the bird 
lived the house of vl'^liug would llouriah, but 
that if it died, the prosperity of tho stale 
would prevail. Modern patriots have dis- 
covered that a roasted woodcock ia better 
thon a raw woodpecker."

Jet, .She baa alio fiye kelsooB, three of 
which contain solid pieces of lumber 90 feet 
long. Her outside planking rans io lengths 
of from 70 to 80 feet free from blemish, also 
from the Inlet, and is acknowledged to be 
thofinust timber over put into a vessel on 
this coast. Tho following aro hor diinen- 
oions : Length overall, l it) feet ; extreme 
breadth, 24 foot ; depth of hold, 9 feet 2 
iaohes; estimated tonnage, 275 register. Her 
engines, whioh are 80 horse power, are of 
Boglisb roanafoolure, having been imported 
recently by tbe Eastern Chief.
